LONDON, April &—Road and 
street traffic is taking an Increasing 
toll of life in Great Britain, Home 
office returns made public today 
how 6,138 persons were killed and 
164,840 injured in highway and 
street accidents last year, These 
figures represent an inerease of 809 
dead and 16,000 injured over 1927. 
The toll of killed and Injured now 
amounts to 3,000 a week. 

Of the fatalities, 1,257 oceurred 
in London and London's share of 
the injured was 54,461, Private cars 
and taxicabs were responsible for 
more casualties than any other class 
of vehicle, though motor cycles ran 
them fairly close. The respective 
figures were 1,864 killed and 54,055 
injured by private cars and taxi- 
cabs; and 1,595 killed and 45,888 in- 
jured by motor cycles.

Trade depression and unemployment 
have conjoined to impose upon 
Britain conditions harder than any other 
Allied country has been obliged to face. 
Trade depression dried up the sources of 
individual wealth and national revenue. 


Unemployment threw an unprecedented | 
and | 


number. of people on the relief list 
provided radicals with a weapon which 
they have used to the limit to foment 
discontent, discourage investment, and 
make re-establishment more difficult. Ten 
years after the war ended, Britain is still 
a long, long way from being back on a 
normal peace footing. 

But a country which winds up the year 
with a surplus of eighteen million pounds, 
after paying the instalments on a larger 
war debt than any other country ever 
tried to pay, is also a long, long way from 
being down and out.

After putting her 
through a number of tests, I discovered that she was 
able to remember anything that she heard, but was 
unable to remember anything coming to her through 
her sense of sight. She could, however, read quite well, 
but she did not recall what she had just read unless 
she spoke out loud and listened to herself reading. She 
wrote quite well with her right hand, but when I asked 
her to perform various intricate actions she invariably 
performed them with her left hand. Upon questioning | 
the mother, I learned that the little girl was naturally 
left handed, but had been forced to use the right hand 
much against her will.

The end of the Fifteenth Century was approaching when 
received an impetus that was to carry it from the field of mediocre imitation 
to a position of unexcelled greatness. With the exception of one or two men, 
who stood far above their fellows, the pictures produced were stodgy, indif- 
ferent productions, in which there was neither 
imagination, refinement, delicacy, nor the epiritual 
essence of true art, German civilization itself was 
heavy, uncouth, and barbaric compared with that 
of their neighbors, hence art had found but little 
chance to soar to regions above the uncultured 
commonplace, In this world of crude, trivial and 
often tasteless art strode a master—-Albert Durer. 
Durer was one of 18 children. It is often said 
that genius is frequently found in large families 
It certainly was in this one, His father was a 
Nuremberg goldsmith, and young Durer was ed- 
ucated tor that trade. But the boy showed a de- 
cided partiality for the art of a painter, Even as 
a child he had displayed an extraordinary facility 
for drawing, and so Durer eventually became ap- 
prenticed to an artist of his own town, who, in- 
cidentally, would not be remembered today but for 
the association of his pupil, A few years later 

MENNA Durer commenced a wandering tour across Europe. 
He went to Venice and astonished the great men of the Venetians. The 
latter years of his Mie were spent in constant study and untiring work. He 
became recognized and received as a “prince of artists.” In 1521 he ap- 
pears to have contracted an illness, probably consumption, which bros 
the inevitable end. On this day, April 6, 1528, he died, le aving & name to

Gordon MacLeod Lauds 
Canadian Taste and Will 


Return Here 

| “Lack of intelligence amongst New 
York playgoers is the reason for the 
decline in decent legitimate drama on 
Broadway today”, was the trenchant 
remark of Gordon Macleod, famous | 
British actor-manager who left Mon- 
treal on March 27 by steamship special 
train to embark on the Canadian 
Pacific liner Montealm -which sailed 
for Southampton, Cherbourg and Ant- 
werp on the 28th, 

“And Canada, dependent to too 
great an extent on the American 
producer, must suffer unless British 
and by that I mean Canadian as well 
as English-plays are produced here. | 
In your great cilies, Montreal, Toronto, 


Vancouver and Winnipeg, the Little 
Theatre movement is doing great 
| work. But there are many cities and 
| smaller towns where, lacking suffi- | 
cient support for a local movement, | 
the ‘road-show’ must be relied upon | 
for the satisfaction of the dramatic 
appetite 

“This side of the line the art of the 


theatre does not find itself called upon 
to pander to jaded appetites that re- 
| quire to be stung by the garlic of in- 
| decency instead of the caviare of wit.’ 
Canada Gives Support 
Mr. Macleod instanced the support 
he had received from Canadians in all 
| walks of life during the successful 
season his company recently completed 
and touched briefly upon plans for a 
tour next autumn 
“T expect to be pretty busy for the 
seven days crossing on the Montcalm 
reading a number of Canadian pl 
Tam taking with me, In a press int

shire,—to give a loud cry of pain. 

Sometimes I think that out of com- | 
mon justice and decency, and in de- 
fence of little Jane Smith, there ought 
to be a Jong truthful parenthesis un- | 
der the caption.

And especially to our girls 
wistful, shabby, impecunious girls who 
dream of wealth and beauty, happy 
work and honest success, and who 
feel that if Clover Carnation can so 
easily achieve it~and live with moth- 
er, too, there isn't any good reason | 
why another girl shouldn't do as well, | 

Tneidentally, girls, mighty few sereen | 
beauties are living with mother, and 
in a few cases, when they are, mother | 
isn't exactly what you think of when 
you say “mother,” | 

Not that extravagance, untruth, | 
jealousy, are contined to Hollywood 
by any means, But it is a feverish

In that 
period, called the 
“negative” one 
because the child 
says “No” to al- 
most anything, 
the child soon 
discovers that his 
mother 1s help-| 
less in the face of 
his refusal, The | 
mother grows apoplectic with rage, or | 
spanks the child, or simply talks. | 
Children have no difficulty in under- | 
standing that their “nos” have power, 
and of course they continue use 
them.

PREPARATIONS 


Most of our virgin soil in Alberta 
is of a productive nature, as instanced 
by the crops that are produced from 
newly broken land 

For horticultural purposes, and par- 
ticularly for the average garden 
something more is necessary to insure 
success, than merely turning over the 
soil. In this, as in most other busi- 
nesses, tomorrow's success, depends 
upon today’s preparation, and a new 
garden should be dng deeply, not just 
scratched upon the surface. 

It is therefore preferable to open 
a trench, at least 2 spits wide, and 
the same depth, removing this
